DiSalle Says 
Sales Tax Bill 


Goes Too Far 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(A P )—Gov . 
Michael V. DiSalle has disowned 
an adm inistration bill in the l e g ­ 
islatu re to lev y a sales tax on 
am u sem ents, sports ev ents, lau n­ 
dries, dry cleaning establishments 
and other companies that deal in 
serv ices rather than produ cts. 
He told a news conference Tu es­ 
day he plans to ask the Legists 
tu re to strike ou t any su ch lev ies 
from the bill. 
He said he nev er intended that 
the bill inclu de those serv ices. The 
bill wou ld hav e been rewritten, he 
added, bu t there was not enou gh 
time before the bill 
ntrodu ction 
deadline last Thu rsday . 
DiSalle wants the sales tax to 
apply only to these serv ices: Hotel 
and motel rooms, and hotel and 
motel parking—if a charge is made 
for the latter. 
The gov ernor said he does not 
believ e there wou ld be in inequ ity 
arising from his su ggestion that the 
state allow cou nties to collect and 
distribu te u tility ex cise :ax es. The 
state now collects the tax and 
tu rns it ov er to cou nties for poor 
relief pu rposes. 
DiSalle said 
he believ es local 
collection wou ld be equ itable “ be­ 
cau se the hu lk of the money wou ld 
go to cou nties where 
the need 
ex ists.” 
He added that collections night 
be 
lower 
if 
it 
were left u p to 
cou nties, 
ex plaining t h a t 
they 
wou ld lev y the tax only rf they 
j 
need it. ‘‘And some of them don’t 
need as mu ch as they ’re getting 
now,” he said.

Know ledge Itself a Problem 


It is a lmost impossible for the a v era ge 
lay man to a ttempt to understand the com ­ 
plex ities of this a ge of swift scientific and 


technica l a chiev ements. 
It is sufficient for most to accept the 


fact that ma n ha s succeeded in building 
and sending into the univ erse his own 


pla nets to join those of natural construc­ 
tion, that he ha s dev eloped electronic com ­ 
puters which can solv e complica ted for­ 
mula s faster than an a rmy of phy sicists, 


and has dev ised wea pons of war which 


ca n wipe out whole cities in seconds. 
To a ttempt to comprehend the mea ns 
behind these ends is the work of groups of 
specia lists 
no one of whom is fully able 
to understand the entire pictuie. This is 
no fault of the educa tiona l processes of 
man; it is the natural result of technica l 
progress, which reproduc es itself with in­ 
crea sed ra pidity , much the sa me as a 
fa mily of rabbits.

Should Congress O K

short. 
The 
whittling 
away at the purchasing power of 
the dollar has been large. 
The two sides to the dispute: I, 
At the pre.sent time stuhhom un 
employment totals show that eco 
nomic growth is not fast enough 
lo k eep up with the times. 2. Keo 
nomic growth is the way of the 
land and is best when it comes 
naturally; 
forced 
growth 
pro 
grams have too many risk s, chief 
among them being inflation; 
if 
the price of goiKl.s and services 
goes up as a result of the scheme. 
it black s out the benefits of the 
•ouped-up growth. 
The case for greater economic 
growth is strong. We do have a 
lot of unemployment, lf the g<»v 
em m ent did some 
quirk 
pump 
priming by more sj^nding 
and 
ran up a Treasury deficit 
that 
could further increase the supply 
of money, it might easily mean 
more jobs, more consumer sjM'ncl 
ing for more factory products. 
The value of a normal economic 
growth is put this way by Guar­ 
anty Trust Co, of New York econ­ 
omists:
